A great deal has. been heard about the wonderful 
balloons, which Germany is perfecting for the pur- 
poses of war, but it came as a surprise to many 
Englishmen to learn at the beginning of the month 
that a British army balloon had made a seventy- 
mile trip in the middle of the night from the acro- 
nautical station at Farnmorough to London, where 
it circled St, Paul’s Cathedral, and back, the dis- 
tance of seventy miles being covered in four hours, 
Several lengthy stops were made in the air over 
certain points and a speed of twenty-five miles an 
hour was attained at different stages of the journey. 
‘he London Daily: Mail makes this: comment on 
the airship’s trip: 

“It is easy to picture the destruction that could 
have been wrought by the Beta sailing in the night 
over sleeping London, A military expert, in speak- 
ing of the lessons taught by the flight, said: “If the 
Beta had been a hostile alrship she could have done 
enormous damage, She carried a small electric light, 
but this could easily have been dispensed with, and 
she could have been made quite invisible from be- 
low. At 2,000 feet above ground her engines would 
scarcely be heard. 

“Tiven if a hostile airship was seen, a city would 
be powerless,against it, At our army balloon factory 
they have €ontrived a parachute device for the drop- 
ping of explosives, by means of which the airship 
could avoid all risk of being injured by the concus- 
sion from her own missiles bursting below her. 

“ihe: ‘only safeguard for cities against attack by 
night-fying dirigibles would be found in numerous 
searchlight stations, Even then, if an airship was 
discovered it is long odds against stopping her with 
gun-fire, Remember, too, the Beta, which could 
have destroyed the centre of London by dropping 
nitro-glycerine, is only a small air vessel. Yet she 
could easily do a journey of 200 imiles, the distance 
being limited by her petrol carrying capacity. 

“The big dirigible—probably she will be called 
the Stork—which, as Mr. Haldane mentioned, the 
balloon factory will construct, will be able to cover 
upwards of 500 miles in one flight: 

“Airship work for “attacking an enemy will in 
future be less dangerous to the men employed upon 
it than submarine naval work.”

As -he points out in his’ preface, 
this was one or the-mest dangerous 
and critical periods in the history of 
Canada, vet, it is “a strange fact‘ that 
Canadian authors and_ historians do 
not seem to have fully realized the 
gravity of the situation that then ex- 
isted, as the. event has been’ passed 
over by them: with the barest’ pos- 
sible'mention. * * *:* It was_a_peri- 
od of great’ peril which might.pos- 
sibly have ended in the severance of 
Canada from: British‘ dominion. But 
happily this was prevented by ‘the 
quick response that- was made by the 
resolute Canadian volunteers.” ~ 

But Mr. Macdonald has well atoned 
‘or the remissness o others: and. his 
volume of 250 9ages is not only. a 
complete account of. the Fenian 
movement as affecting Canada, but 
is told in a way that will make it 
readable to the average man, as well 
as of exceptional interest and. value 
to-all who were personally: identified 
with the defence. of Canada -at ‘that 

time.. When one recalls. that, at 
the time (1865-6) there were hun- 
dreds of-thousands of.men who had 
been engaged in the American Civil 


‘| War thrown on their own resources, 


many of whom were quite ready for 
filbustering,, while: the defence © of 
our extensive frontier depended. main- 
ly upon the volunteer. militia’ force 
of the scattered provinces, it will be 
admitted that the times were. indeed 
perilous. Mr. Macdonald has. corro-. 
borated and supplemented —his ’ per- 
sonal knowledge of events by. refer- 
ence to official records and reports 
in the militia department at Ottawa, 
and Ontario’s bureau of archives, and 
his work can be accepted as a thor- 
oughly reliable history. 

The Fenian Movement. 

“As, this week sees the forty-fourth 
anniversary of some of the most 
thrilling occurrences it will not be 
amiss to quote some of his records 
and observations... The Fenian’ Raid 
was engineered by a: movement ‘that 
had its origin in: [reland,. where it 
had for its object the establishment 
of 'a-republic -An “uprising”. there 
arranged for 1865 was-<nipped in the 
bud when a British warship capinrel| 
a small vessel loaded with rifles an 
ammunition, and a large number. of 
arrests were made. ‘This split the 
Irish and American divisions into 
two factions, one of which, ridiculing 
the idea of ever successfully invading 
Ireland, ‘took up the slogan: “On 
to Canada.” A‘ provisiona! govern- 
ment was organized, and a casnpaign 
for funds inaugurated in. the United 
States, while numerous~‘circles” were 
organized. Finally, in March, 1866, 
General Sweeny had prepared a plan 
‘of campaign. Expeditions for the in- 
vasion of Canada were to rendezvous 
at Detroit, Rochester, Ogdensburg, 
Plattsburg. and Portland. |. Those at 
the first two were to operate against 
Toronto, Hamilton, and the. west. of 
Upper Canada; from Ogdensburg and 
Plattsburg demonstrations were to be 
made against. Montreal, and ultim- 
ately, Quebec and Kingsten would be 
approached by way 29f Cape Vincent, 
while Portland was to be the general 
place for embarking against the cap- 
itals of New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia It was caiculated that they 
would have $15,000,900 in the treas- 
ury by April 1, whicis would give 
transport and maintenance — for 
month for 30,000 men. At Chicagu, 
five sailing vessels, a tug and two 
transports were owned, anc nego- 
tiations were on for others, and it 
was hoped that by June + hfty com- 
missioned vessels would be on the 
lakes with 300 guns. Aliso, “by the 
tempting offer of a surrender of Can- 
ada to the United States,” Mr. Sew- 
ard, secretary of state, it was hoped, 
“would wink at. connivance between 
American citizens and the Fenian 
conquerors.” Indeed, the plan of in- 
vasion was on a most complete scale 
—on paper—while it was intended to 
seize British vessels on the high seas 
and plunder their funds. Military op- 
erations in the interior of Ireland also 
were planned. 

In November, 1865, Canadian _mili- 
tiamen were called out for guard 
duty but gradually vigilance relaxed 
until March, 1866, when rumors of a 
St. Patrick’s Day raid resulted in an- 
other call to arms, to which 14,000 
men responded. Early in April an 
attempt to capture the Island of 
Campobello, in the St. Croix River, 
between Maine and New Brunswick, 
was foiled, and vigilance relaxed until 
when the crisis came on May 31, it 
was .a_ surprise. Then “General” 
O'Neill, a Civil War veteran, landed 
1,500 men-on the Canadian side of 
the Niagara River, near Fort Erie. 

The Affair at Ridgeway. 

The school children of today are 
probably more familiar with the bat- 
tle of Ridgeway than anything else 
counected with the campaign, yet the 
story of that engagement is but little 
known. to the general public. O'Neill 
went about his work thoroughly. He 
issued a proclamation “to the people 
of British America,” announcing that 
“we come among you as the foes of 
British rule in Ireland. *-* * Look- 
ing about us for an enemy, we find 
him here in your midst, where he is 
most vulnerable and convenient to 
our strength. * * * We have no issue

“That the campaign on. the Nia- 
gara frontier might -have been ‘con- 
ducted on lines «which would” have 
proved much’ more satisfactory for 
the ‘success of the Canadian: forces 
is admitted,” writes. Mr.. Macdonald 
The omission of greatest importance 
was a-lack of -cavalry..for ~scouting, 
the mounted men not being called out 
until the afternoon of: June 1; while 
those in command of the various col- 
umns did not have an intelligent idea 
of the country... Then there was a 
hitch in the arrangements between 
Col. Peacocke ana Col. Booker, which 
was responsible for the disaster. that, 
forunately, did. not result as. disas- 
trously as-it might have.“ Major-Gen- 
eral Napier’s general. plan’ was’ to 
protect the Welland. Canal- and he 
mobilized at’ Port Colborne, under. 
Lieut.-Col. Booker,-13th Batt. Hamil- 
ton, and at St. Catharines, under Col. 
Peacocke of H.M. 16th Regt. °‘Pea- 
cocke. moved on to Chippewa, and 
on the «evening of June’ 1 decided, 
to unite with Booker at Stevensville, 
seven miles to the southwest, then 
to attack O’Neill. He despatched a 
messenger to Lieut.-Cols, Booker and 
Dennis, the latter of whom suggest- 
ed a different plan of action, and took 


command of a party of 108 men. to’ 


make a reconnaissance to. Niagara 
river on the steamer W.* T. Robb 
(now. a hulk at Victoria’ Park, To- 
{ronton) Peacocke, however, insist- 
ed on his original orders being. ad- 
hered to, and-on June 2: Booker ‘set 
out at 7 a.m., taking the usual’ pre- 
cautions.- He had the’ Queen’s Own, 
Toronto; the 13th Batt.;..the York 
Rifle Company and the - Caledonia 
: Rifle Company, 850 in-all. After pro- 
\ceeding about two miles along. the 
Ridgeroad, the enemv was sighted. 

“For over an hour. the gallant 
Queen’s:Own continued to drive the 
enemy before them,” says. the_ vol- 
ume, “and one after another of their 
positions was carried until they’ had 
the Fenians forced back to their main 
breastworks: in the woods.” ~ Then, 
with their ammunition: nearly gone, 
they asked for: relief, and the =13th 
Regt. continued the “drive” of: the 
Fenians to: the entrenchments.

It was a vain effort on-the: part: of 
the officers to check the retreat and 
tally’ the men for the first. few hun- 
dred . yards, *but after a. while ‘they 
cooled. down: and retired. in an _or- 
derly manner. 

Whose Fault’ Was It? ~. 

“Under similar ‘circumstances any 
officer would ‘have done ~ likewise,” 
says the author in defence of Lieut.- 
Col. Booker... “He had’ no. staf to 
assist him, and was the only. mounted 
officer. on. the Canadian side .° More- 
over,-he had never. previously man- 
oeuvred a brigade, even’ on parade. 
*.* * * in another ten minutes of 
fighting . General O'Neill's” forces 
avould have been defeated and in full 
retreat In fact, O’Neill himself com- 
plimented ‘our’ men_ highly -on their 
courage and steadiness, and said he 
had. mistaken them for’ regular: Brit- 
ish troops.”
